Rev.* Denlson commented on the fact 
that Christianity had suffered more at 
the hands of its friends than of Us 
enemies. 
However fiercely they may 


have struggled, the latter have never 
been able to 'seriously Impede the 
progress of the church of God. In one 
of the early councils In wnlch those 
who opposed the faith of the Nazar- 
ene were gathered together, one man 
rose up and said, "If this work be ot 
God, 
ye cannot overthrow it." 


God Invincible 
He spoke truly. 
From Celsus in 


the first century, to Robt. Ingersool in 
this men have struggled to overthrow 
the faith which was set bctore 
the 


world by the Son of God, but they 
have never yet been able to apprecia- 
bly Interfere with the success of that 
great faith. 


Friends Are Enemies 
Those who 
profess to be 
the 


friends of Christianity are the ones 
•who arc apt to do actual Injury to 
the faith which they profess. 
The 


culpable ones arc those who profess 
to be the friends of Christianity, and 
are healf-hearted, cowrdly, or weak, 
and shirk a part of their dime's, or 
do them In such a shiftless way as 
to bring discredit on the name' ol 
him whom they call their master. 


Narrowness of Thought 


Again, they do great Injury 
to 


Christianity by over zealousness and 
narrowness of thought. 
Many place 


close limits to the people to whom 
the name Christian 
should 
apply. 


There are many who say that the only 
persons approved of Christ are those 
who lived up to a certain prescribed 


. and ritualistic forms, or those who 


are born of a certain blcod or race. In 
their desire to exalt Jesus men have 
said that God selected a few to be 
saved, and has banished millions of 
others to darkness simply because 
they chanced to have been In an un- 
enlightened country. 


Feared Disloyalty 


' 
One reason for this attitude 
has 


been that men have feared 
they 


would be disloyal to Christ If they did 
not make him an exclusive and exalted 
<lelty who stood in an intimate rela- 
tion to only a few favored mortals. 
But Paul never had any such fear. 
It 


may be safely said that there never 
was so loyal a man as Paul. 


Yielded To Impulse 
There were many times In the life 


of Paul when he yielded to the old 
passions which had possessed him be- 
fore he made the trip to Damascus 
and when he said what he afterward 
•was thoroughly ashamed of, but In 
general, he was full of firm unswerv- 
ing loyalty to Christ. 
AVlth boldness 


lie spoke of the truth that men might 
know. 
Therefore we need not be 


afraid to take Paul's view. 
We may 


safely rely on his definition when he 
said: 
"As many as are led of the 


spirit of God, they are the sons or 
God." 
This definition Is so broad and beau- 


tiful, so generous and sensible, that 
•we wonder that men ever questioned 
its accuracy. 


God's Sons 


Who are the sons of God? 
In one 


sense every man ever born Into this 
world Is a son of God. 
Ho has set 


his mark upon every upright human 
being. 
in an English family there 


were two sons. 
One of them follow- 


ed the prescribed habits of his ances- 
tors, taking a university course, and 
finally attaining to a seat in parlia- 
ment. 
The other eon was wild and 


dissolute. 
Instead of going through 


school lie left his home an«- led a 
reckless ungovcrncd life in Australia. 
The two wen? as widely separated In 
nature and habits ns could be, and 
yet they were the sons of the same 
parents. 
In that same way there Is 


an all-embracing fatherhood of the 
Infinite one. 
It is Impossible to elim- 


inate the divine element in the make- 
up of a man. 


Common Blood 


The rich man is 
despised 
who 


speaks disparagingly of the poor man 
because the same blood Is In the veins 
t)f both. 
A man Is not asked to give 


for foreign missions because It Is a 
good thing for him, or because It looks 
well, but because of the common bond 
between the heathen and the cducat 
cd American. 
Paul went deeper than this. He saw 


that while one son of a father might 
follow the father's guidance and ex- 
ample, the other ten went far astray. 
An English scientist recently wrote In 
a thin book the result of a lifetime's 
Investigations of the the presence of 
God In the world. 


His conclusion was that a man was 


left alono and unaided in this world, 
and that there Is no divine being 
who aids him. 
Few would assent to 


his atheistic teaching, but many who 
profess to believe on Christ mlglit 
be puzzled to tell wherein they arc 
personally influenced by him. 


All Pervading Voice 


No voice Is heard so often 
as the 


voice of God. 
The Influence of the 


divine person Is closer than the air 
which he breathes. 
Iho story Is 


told of 
a man who went afar from 


the haunts of men Into a rocky place 
In a mountain. 
From his exalted 


position he could see at a distance 
the lightning In the sky, and he said 
that God was talking to him. 
Ilut 


God was not In the lightning. 
Then 


the earth under his feet was shaken 
by a mighty earthquake, and he said 
to himself that God was speaking to 
him. 
But God was not in 
the earth- 


quake. 
Then he heard a still small 


voice which said to him: 
"What arc 


you doing here? 
Is this the best you 


can do?" 
He then recognized the 


true voice of God. 


Not Word But Act 
To every man there comes the sug- 


gestion to live nobly. 
Every man 


thinks noble and beautiful thoughts. 
It Is natural that members of 
this 


church should think such thoughts as 
they stand together at the beginning 
of a new church year. 
The best as- 


pirations one ever knows are 
the 


breathing of' God's spirit. 
It 
is 


not thoughts and aspirations, however 
that make one a son of God. 


Two Great Classes 


Two general classes comprise the 


entire world, and there Is a clean and 
distinct lino of cleavage between the 
two. 
Those on the one side prefer 
ease to the pursuit of the best sug- 
gestions. 
They have so long failed 


to follow the guidance of the master 
that their ears have become dulled 
so that they could no longer recog- 
nize his voice. 
Those who are on 


this side, who are, moved by this spir- 
it, are not the children of God. On 
the other side. In the other class are 
those who are led. and follow the 
guidance of the still, small voice. Ev- 
eryone who breathes Is In one class or 
the other, and riches, or poverty, or 
Influence have no weight In making 
the distinction. 


An Honorable Distinction 


This Is no empty honor that Is pln< 


ned on the man regardless of what 
Is within. 
Out of this honor comes 


the grandest and the highest happi- 
ness of life.

TRANSFER OF GOODWIN HOUSE 


Mrs. 
Edwin Fifield of This City, 


Sells Property to Several Be- 


lolt Capitalists. 


By one property transfer 
which 


took place last Saturday all of Ue- 
lolt's fond 
dreams for a new mod- 


ern 
hotel were shattered. Instead 


the Belolt Hotel cpmpany decided 
to purchase the Goodwin hotel prop- 
erty of Mrs. Goodwln-Flfleld of this 
city and remodel It. 
It was only 


when forced to this action that 
the 


company finally decided upon It, but 
every effort has been made to bring 
about the erection of n modern struc- 
ture, even to clearing the site, and all 
in vain. 
No one was found who 


cared to Invest In hotel property In 
the Line City and some action was 
Imperative. 


Forced to Action 


Many months ago the officers 
ot 


the Fairbanks-Morse sompany were 
assurred that If they made certain 
extensions to their works, a new and 
first class hotel would be put up. As 
a hotel town Belolt has long been n 
hoodoo and the big plant "on the 
hills" hesitated about bringing more 
business to the city In which such 
wretched accommodations existed. A 
hotel company was organized, public 
spirited 
citizens took stock, 
mass 


meetings were held, but plan after 
plan fell through, Friday night It was 
admitted at a meeting of the stock- 
holders that there was no possible 
way of fulfilling their promise save 
by refurnishing tho old building as 
elaborately as possible. 
On Satur- 


day the purchase was concluded. 


For $60,000 


Mrs. Fifleld will receive 5GO.OOO for 


the property, no principal to be paid 
for a number of years. 
A mortgage 


will be given at five per cent. The 
building and site will be secured. In- 
tact, and free from litigation. W. M. 
Brlttnn agreeing to discontinue his 
suit ngnlnst the owner In regard to 
the bank rooms In the building. Tho 
hotel company will Immediately ex- 
pend tho sum of $10.000 for improve- 
ments, and the building will be put 
In condition for Immediate use. 


Will Rent Building 


As the plans now stand the build- 


Ing will be leased for a period of sev- 
eral years to a competent landlord 
who will koep faith with the com- 
pany. 
It was stated at the business 


meeting In regard to the matter that 
several men had already asked for 
the privilege of renting the building 
In case It was decided to purchase it 


Strong Opposition 


Several stock holders 
questioned 


whether It would be the honorable

sand dollars In Improving old prop- 
erty when It had been understood that 
a new building would be erected. In 
fact tho Dr. Johnson property. 
one 


block from the Goodwin house, had 
been purchased and cleared for build- 
ing. 
This point was answered

the statement that the machine com- 
pany had already fulfilled their share 
of tho agreement, and something must 
be done. 
A half loaf was better than 


none. 
-It was felt that ns long as the 


Goodwin liouse property was stand 
Ing unoccupied It would be a menace 
to anyone who attempted to open a 
hotel In the city.

Richard M. Vaughan, pastor of the 
uaptlst church, Inst evening raised 
his voice not only against the Sunday 
theater, but against open places 
of 


business, excursions, baseball or golf 
on Sunday, In tact against all needless 
business and mere amusements. 


As to his text Hev. Vaughan chose 


the eighth verse of the twentieth chap- 
ter of Exodus, "Remember the Sab- 
bath Day to Keep It Holy." 
He open- 


ed his sermon with an Incident from 
the life of General Grant, who, when 
In Paris; declined an Invitation from 
the president of the French republic 
which amounted almost to a com- 
mand to attend the grand ruccs on 
Sunday. 
In declining General Grant 


said that such a manner of •spending 
the Sabbath was not In 
accord with 


the custom of his country nor the spir- 
it of ills religion. 
Instead he went 


to (ilvlnu worship In the. American 
chapel. 


The Two Sundays 


This Incident Illustrates the 
two 


widely different conceptions of Sun- 
day, conceptions which may be dis- 
tinguished as thu continental Sun- 
day and the Anglo Saxon Sunday. The 
continental Sunday Is devoted large- 
ly to pleasure while the conception of 
Sunday which practically 
prevails 


wherever 
the English language Is 


spoken. Is that the day Is a' holy 
day, rather than a 
holiday, a day to 


be given to rest and worship. Need- 
less work and mere amusement are to 
be discouraged. 


Contest in America 


America Is the battletleld on which 


these two rival Sundays are contend- 
ing. 
The early colonists, the Purl- 


tans. Scotch-Irish and French Hugue- 
nots believed In the Anglo Saxon Sun- 
day, but Inter years with Its large 
Inflow of people from continental Eu- 
rope has brought thu other conception 
of Sunday and has precipitated the 
struggle as to which' 'shall prevail. 


Which Shall Prevail 


Recent events In this city have 


shown that a skirmish In the battle 
Is taking place here and gives rise to 
the question how best to spend Sun- 
day. 
The answer Is found 
In the 


two words, rest and worship. 
Rest 


Is thu basic Idea of Sunday but to thu 
law of rest thero are numerous ex- 
ceptions. 
Some things must be done 


on Sunday. 
Especially In complex 


civil life whero the public comfort Is 
Intrusted so largely to 
Individuals. 


These people, milkmen. 
druggists, 


railroad men or whatever they 
be, 


are not breaking the Sabbath, 
but 


people -should beware of strotching 
the point. 
For those to whom Sun- 


day Is a busy day there ought to be 
some other day of rest. 


Must Have Rest 


If the law of rest Is not regarded, 


life Is 
soon 
exhausted 
and 
It 


Is an historical fact that 
the man 


who works only six days, does more 
work and does It better than he who 
labors "seven. 
Tho man who lays 


n profane hand on rest day Is the 
world's enemy and no man needs to 
fear him more than the worklngman. 


It Is this basic Idea of rest which 


gives the state a right lo legislate 
for a rest day although It 
has no 


right to establish a day of worship, 
gummy Is not a religious but a civic 
Institution and the 'state has a right 
to safeguard It by legislation. 


Day For The Soul 


Sunday should be observed 
not 


only as a day of rest but as a day of 
worship. 
Rest Is not stagnation. It 


Is doing something llfforcnt. 
Tne 


hlgnest use of the day Is the worship, 
of 
God and thoughts of the eternal. 


Sunday Is a day for the soul as well 
as for the body. 
It Is the day to clar- 


ify the Ideals and gain power for the 
week. 
It affords a priceless oppor- 


tunity for common public worship. It 
also gives an opportunity for personal 
culture, for meditation, good reading, 
singing and for getting acquainted 
with one'u family. 
It Is not a stuf- 


fy. Joyless day. 
On It people may 


do as they please as long as It minis- 
ters to the person's higher life and 
to the higher life of others. 


Preserve The Sabbath 


The continuity of Christian religion 


depends on the preservation of the 
Anglo-Saxon Sunday.

are Inconsistent with Its observance

Needless Business 


The tragedy of Sunday business Is 


Its ncedlessness. 
Take clothing for 


Instance. 
People have to wear cloth- 


Ing and must buy. It. 
Open clothing 


houses on Sunday do not add to the 
amount of clothing sold and It can just 
as well be bought some other day. 
Many would like to close. 
Let them 


come to an agreement and If some 
greedy fellow will not keep It, let 
the reputable merchants tell the peo- 
ple of It and they will not buy 
of 


this man on Sunday or any other 
day. 


Closing of Theaters 


The speaker expressed his 
grati- 


tude to God that the Sunday theater 
had been discontinued and to the 
city authorities for acting so prompt- 
ly.

DEATH OF JAYCOX 


WAS ACCIDENTAL 


VERDICT OF CORONER'S JURY 


Unfortunate 
Man 
Electrocuted at 


Beloit, Had Been Repeatedly 


Warned of Danger. 


"Accidental .death" was tho ver- 


dict of the coroner's Jury which was 
empaneled by Coroner Marsh of Win- 
ncbago county, Illinois, to hear the 
evidence regarding tho death of Arth- 
ur G. Jaycox of Fort Atkinson, who 
was killed In South Belolt, Saturday 
afternoon. 
The body was not re- 


moved from the scene of the accident 
for nearly two hours, when Mr. Marsh 
arrived on tho Intcrurhnn, and Im- 
mediately assembled a Jury. 


Fully Warned. 


According to the evidence that was 


given Jnycox had been 
repeatedly 


warned before he climbed Uie pole 
where ho met his death, of the dan- 
ger that he was In, and his Instruct- 
ions were very 
explicit. 
Neverthe- 


less for some unknown reason he 
ran the risk that was too great, and 
his death was instantaneous. 


How It Happened. 


Jaycox was sent up the pole to 


measure Its height, in order that the 
height pole necessary to pass a wire 
over the intcrurban wires for the 
telepaone company could be learned. 
Tho pole that he climbed was one of 
the It. 13. & J. line, and had on it the 
trolley wire arm, • several telephone 
wires, and at the top a single feed- 
er wire for tho Intcrurban. 
Just 


below It were two similar wires 
at 


a distance of about eight Inches to 
eacli side of the pole. 
To run the 


tape line up to tho top of tho pole 
he should have passed nls 
arm 


Inside of ono of these two feeders, 
which have a voltage of 1500. 
.NO 


ono was looking at the moment ot 
the accident, but It was agreed that lie 
must have- reached over the outside 
of one of these hot wires and touched 
It 


Hung on Wire. 


Foreman Dletsch who was on the 


ground below, felt a shock In the tape 
which he wa>s holding. 
The tape 


was of linen with a tine mesh of steel 
wire. 
Looking up ho saw Jaycox 


hanging by the wrist to the wire, 
evidently held there by the current. 
After about thirty seconds tho wrist 
fell away and the body dropped over 
backward, the feet being held In the 
telephone wires. 
It was found that 


Ills steel spurs had been In contact 
with the telephone wire, —us clos- 
ing the circuit. 


Already Dead. 


Dietsch quickly secured a ladder 


and climbed the pole letting the body 
down by means of a rope. 
It was 


found that the man was already dead. 
Coroner Marsh of Rockford was Im- 
mediately notified, and the body was 
not moved until his arrival. 
The ac- 


cident took place 
200 feet 
over

Leaves a Note Stating That Thomp- 


son, Claffy and 
Counselman 
Had 


Nothing to Do With the Crime, 
Which He Admits Perpetrating. 


nieevlllo, Iowa. Sept. 8.—That It was 


William Dartholln whose body was 
fount! In a field near this place last 
Friday was proved beyond possibil- 
ity of doubt when the remains were 
exhumed In the potter's Held. Iden- 
tification was made easy by the fact 
that the teeth showed the same dental 
work that was described by a Chica- 
go dentist as having been done for 
Bartholln and by William Mitchell's 
Instantaneous recognition of the dead 
man's features. 


Takes His Own Life. 


Thus, expiating 
by 
suicide

double crime of murdering nls mother, 
Mrs. Anna Bartholln, and his sweet- 
heart, Minnie Mitchell, young Bar- 
tholln, who tied from his home Aug. 
G, has finally solved his own part lu 
one of the most puzzling mysteries 
that have ever confronted the Ch> 
cago police department. 


Letter From a Woman. 


Burdened with, remorse, shaken by 


the constant fear of capture and driv- 
en to distraction by 
the 
discovery 


that a man for whom he was working 
had read a mysterious letter from a 
•woman which may have disclosed his 
identity, Bartholln had gone to a 
corner of a lonely field, propped him- 
self against a shock of grain and, 
presumably with the same revolver 
that ended Miss Mitchell's life, put 
a bullet In his brain. 


Accuses Minnie Mitchell. 


In the confession which he left be- 


hind him the desperate fugitive ad- 
mitted his crimes and In addition left 
an Imputation upon the character of 
the girl he had slain. 
This was an 


insinuation that Minnie Mitchell had 
more than nn innocent knowledge of 
the killing of Mrs. Bartholln at 4310 
Calumet nvcnuu on the night of July 
7. The words bearing this blind In- 
telligence are: 


"It was all Minnie and I could do." 


Body Is Bartholln's. 


"It is Bartholln without possibility 


of mistake," said Mr. Mitchell, brother 
of the murdered Chicago girl, ns • soon 
as his gaze rested on the swollen, dis- 
colored face. 


"And that's the man I came with all 


the way from Chicago and whom' I 
knew there as George Edwards," ex- 
claimed John J. Dvorak, a detective 
•who formerly was employed by a Chi- 
cago detective agency. 


Keeps Letters Secret. 


The letters written by the Mitchell 


girl to Bartholln probably never will 
be made public. In this respect Coro- 
ner Carpenter made a short statement 
before leaving for Lime Springs. 
He 


Bald: 


"The 
false teeth and the corns 


found on the body of the 
man on 


•whom I held an Inquest as George Ed- 
wards flxcs the. identity beyond a 
doubt as William J. Barthnlln. 


Loved Another Woman. 


"At the request of the family of 


Minnie Mitchell the letters she had 
•written are kept from the press and 
will remain in my possession for the 
present." 


Bartholln came and lived here un- 


suspected. 
He died partly solving 


partly deepening the mystery of his 
tragedies, and a mysterious woman 
forced the climax. This woman lives 
in Chicago and she has friends who 
arc still Bartholln's friends. 


Adds More Mystery. 


Somewhere in Chicago to-day that 


woman mourns tho death 
of 
her 


sweetheart, though he died a murder- 
er and suicide. It Is this woman, one 
who has 
known Bartholln's move- 


ments since he lied from the scene of 
his outrages, that hastened the self- 
destruction of the young criminal. The 
police have never known of her exist- 
ence. She is the missing link In the 
chain of evidence that all efforts to 
complete have failed. 


Bartholln's Confession. 


Following is the confession found 


In a pocket of a coat Bartholln wore 
when he killed himself: 


"To Whom It May Concern: I wish 


to state that I a'ji the Bartholln the 
police arc looking for. 
I also v.'lsh to 


certify that I lind no assistance of 
any kind from anyone. 
Thompson, 


Claffy and Counselman arc all as Inno 
cent as an unborn child and should bo 
treed at once. 


"I cannot go into details In regard to 


the crime. 
They were not planned. 


It was all Minnie and I could do. My 
mind Is wandering. Such a drop in 
life In so short a time, two months 
ago traveling In the best company, to- 
day leading the life of hoboes, a mur- 
derer. ' 


"1 Intended to go Into details and 


tell all, but I can't get my mind cen 
tered. 
Even my handwriting Is dls- 


' graceful, but above all things I ask

300 ft-«!t and through the roof of an- 
other stone mngazlne. Two ten Inch 
smooth bore 
guns, weighing

pounds each, were dismounted and 
thrown a distance of fifty feet from 
their carriages. The mound directly 
In front of the magazine, an earth- 
work fifty feet long, twenty-live fo:>t 
high, and twenty feet through, was 
blown down the hillside to the water.

been bothered all dny by boys light- 
Ing llres about the fort. 
He had al- 


ready extinguished two and was on 
his way to put out one that the'miss- 
Ing hoys had started close to tho mag- 
azine when the explosion happened. 


Abandoned Black Powder. 


Governor's Island Is the site of the 


original fortifications In Boston har- 
bor and Is close to the city proper. 
For many years the government has 
made no use of the tort except as a 
storage place for explosives, and re- 
cently a lot of mines used here during 
the Spanish war wore removed to an- 
other Island In the harbor. There was 
left In one magazine many casks of 
black powder, purchased half a cen- 
tury or more ago for the old ten Inch 
smooth bores, then mounted In tho 
various batteries. 
Little attention 


was paid to the powder, It having 
crystallized long ago and was not con- 
sidered dangerous.
